1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 02/24/09. 

2. Claims 22-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 22-40 were indicated allowable and have been amended to overcome the 112 second 
paragraph rejection. The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to 
provide for a vehicle steering system as defined by the limitations of claim 22, comprising 
particular elements and features including a device for changing gear ratio, an auxiliary electric 
drive, a driving unit, a driven element, and at least two planetary gearings comprising a particular 
planetary gear train.
